The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 29th Oatober 1949 rela t > to 182 
towns with an estimated population of 23,263 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 216 and their population is 26,382 
thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 88% of the total population is oovered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns 
wero 19,089 and 9,988 representing birth and death ratoa of 
42*7 and 22-3 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces .■ — The data here relate to 162 towns 
with an estimated population of 21,159 thousands. Infor- 
mation for Bihar and Assam could not be included- The 
total number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,759 
thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 89% of the total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths recorded in those towns were 17,655 and 
9,310 representing birth and death rates of 43 ■ 4 and 22 ‘9 
per thousand of population respectively. The table at the 
end gives tho position by provinces. 


The ■ towns of Hathras Farr u kh a bad - oum Fatehgarh 
Mirzapur Vindhyaohal, Etawah and Banaraa in U. P. and 
Yeotmal in C. P. recorded high death rates of 65-0, 55 -3 
53 1 3 52 ‘9 51' 3 and 55-2 respectively per thousand of 
population. In Hathras, Eanukhabad-oum Eatehgarh Bana- 
ras and Yeotmal the high deaths rates were mainly due to 
deaths from levers and in Mirzapur Vindhyaohal and Etawah 
were mainly due to deaths from fevers and respiratory disensea 

(B) Unions and States — Tho data here relate to 20 
towns with an estimated population of 21,04 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 24 and their population is 
2,623 thousands. Thus 83% of the total number of towns 
representing 80% of the total population is coverod. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
1,434 and 678 representing birth and death rates of 35 '4 and 
16 • 8 per thousand of population respectively. No towns re- 
corded a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of 
the population.
